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' Continuation of 2. NOTE: The added language in Claim 1 to the "element being with an axis coinciding with the axis of radiation" is 
unclear and not understood, and has not been addressed and considered at the time of final Office action rejection. There is no clear 
antecedent basis for "the axis of radiation". The language was clear in Claim 8 because it coincided with the "longitudinal-radiation rod". 
The added language does not appear to clarify an axis of radiation which somehow relates to the longitudinal radiation and an axis 
coinciding with a radiation axis. . 



Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The embodiments used in Fuchs et al are only 
those in Figures 28,29,32 and 33. The claimed language does not preclude the use of an antenna system that is used in terrestrial 
communication. The type of radiation is relative to the arrangement of the radiators and the mode of radiation emitted therefrom. The 
claims do not make it clear that the arrangement is any different than those in the Fuchs et al reference. Therefore, the rejections are 
maintained. 
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
